Marcel; The Service of Bibliographical Information in Great Britain 
and Ireland, by Sir Frederic Kenyon; Le Bureau Central Biblio- 
graphique des Bibliothéques Publiques de Hongrie, by Ivan Pas- 
teiner ; La Constitution d’un Centre National d’Informations Biblio- 
graphiques en Italie, by G. Bonazzi; Les Renseignements Bib- 
liographiques en Pologne, by Ed.

‘“THE FRIEND AND FOUNDER OF LIBRARIES’ is the title given to Benja- 
min Franklin by Asa Don Dickinson, librarian of the University of 
Pennsylvania, in one of a collection of essays called The Amazing 
Benjamin Franklin, appearing on page 117 of this issue. Through 
Mr. Dickinson, the American Library Association pays tribute, with 
more than two score organizations, government officials, and distin- 
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guished men of affairs, to the social genius of the man whose first 
project of a public nature was the establishment of a subscription 
library. 


Franklin was actually librarian of the Library Company of Phila- 
delphia for three months and was, for more than a quarter of a 
century, on the board of directors. He was also the founder of a 
library in Franklin, Massachusetts, a place named after him, and 
gave books to Harvard, Yale, Pennsylvania, and other universities. 

In addition to honoring him as a friend of libraries, these new 
essays pay tribute to Franklin as statesman, philosopher, printer, 
scientist, inventor, economist, “patron saint of the music industries,” 
athlete, and humorist. The book, issued under the auspices of the 
Philadelphia chapter of the Sons of the American Revolution, is 
printed by the Franklin Printing Company, founded by Franklin in 
1728, and bears a foreword by President Hoover. 


LIBRARIANS—AND THERE ARE MANY—who are constantly being 
asked questions with regard to the relative merits of various encyclo- 
pedias and other reference books will be interested in seeing an 
encyclopedia chart prepared by Lester Bartholomew, of Pontiac, 
Michigan. Mr. Bartholomew has been a bookseller and was con- 
stantly asked these questions himself. He has therefore compiled 
this chart, printed it on a stout paper, reduced the information given 
to the minimum essentials, and issued it for fifty cents, with a con- 
siderable reduction on additional copies. Mr. Bartholomew has not 
contented himself with expressing his own opinion, but has consulted 
a great many librarians in the state of Michigan, and a number of 
printed sources, to which credit is given. The chart might well be 
posted on the bulletin boards of central and branch libraries.

December, 1929 EDITORIAL NOTES 


FROM SOME NEW BOOKS 


STILL, YOU MAY OBJECT, why do you attach so much importance to this writing 
of books by women when, according to you, it requires so much effort, leads per- 
haps to the murder of one’s aunts, will make one almost certainly late for 
luncheon, and may bring one into very grave disputes with certain very good 
fellows? My motives, let me admit, are partly selfish. Like most uneducated 
Englishwomen, I like reading—TI like reading books in the bulk. Lately my diet 
has become a trifle monotonous; history is too much about wars; biography too 
much about great men; poetry has shown, I think, a tendency to sterility, and 
fiction—but I have sufficiently exposed my disabilities as a critic of moaern 
fiction and will say no more about it. Therefore I would ask you to write all 
kinds of books, hesitating at no subject however trivial or however vast. By 
hook or by crook, I hope that you will possess yourselves of money enough to 
travel and to idle, to contemplate the future or the past of the world, to dream 
over books and loiter at street corners and let the line of thought dip deep into 
the stream. For I am by no means confining you to fiction. If you would please 
me—and there are thousands like me—you would write books of travel and 
adventure, and research and scholarship, and history and biography, and criticism 
and philosophy and science. By so doing you will certainly profit the art of 
fiction. For books have a way of influencing each other. Fiction will be much 
the better for standing cheek by jowl with poetry and philosophy. Moreover, 
if you consider any great figure of the past, like Sappho, like the Lady Murasaki, 
like Emily Bronté, you will find that she is an inheritor as well as an originator, 
and has come into existence because women have come to have the habit of 
writing naturally ; so that even as a prelude to poetry such activity on your part 
would be invaluable.

Certain of his statements 
seem so very forceful and pregnant with 
thought, that they might well be classed 
with literary proverbs. The essay on es- 
thetics is unique in that he treats the sub- 
ject from a literary standpoint, bringing in 
as examples Shakespeare, Moliére, Berna- 
din de Saint-Pierre, Homer, and others. In 
his last essay he denies that he is an opti- 
mist, even though people persist in calling 
him one because of the moral and material 
equilibrium maintained in his works, which 
they think must be simply a reflection of 
these qualities in his life.

The first part is devoted to esthetic and 
critical essays on music.
